'J'liis was less etfeetive and the 
tnriher eompliention of heart tronlde ensued, eatl- - 
ing the Italtimore physicians to ahandon hope some 
ten da.vs ago. xvlieren|>on .Major 1 laingertiehl was 
hronght home to die.

He then, 
in company with his sister, noxv .Mrs. .lames IL 
Ixeeiie. xv.eiit lo Ctilifomia to visit his hrother .Indge 
William I*. Haingerfield. of Shasta, where he re 
mained until Ihe conntr.v xvas agog over the .lolni 
liiown raid on Harper's Ferry. He fell tliat war 
was imniiiieni .ind. helicving that lie should he in 
t irginia when war xvotild la- declansl, he Inirri.d 
home.
